This Severity aw’d the Nation for a while. But, 
the Difcontent of ‘the People afterwards increafing, 
about the Twentieth Year of his Reign, a Parlia- 
ment was called, and to ufe the Hiftorian’s Words, 
lft I fhould offend any tender Ear, ** Ail Endea- 
vours were ufed to procure fuch a Parliament as 
would -concur with the King’s Defigns.” Before 
they met, Forces were raiféd ** to attend and guard 
the Parliament ; which might, at the fame Time, be 
an Awe usin any Refraétory Members.” Touch- 
ing the Numbers of which this Army confifted, 
Hiftory is ‘ulent. This only we are given to know, 
that Four Thoufand of them were Archers, and that 
many of them were Chefbire- Men. It is not to the 
prefent Purpofe to go over the Extravagancies of 
that Parliament; nor can any wife Prince draw a 
Precedent from fuch an exccrable Reign as this. 

Into what a State Things were brought by that 
King’s Conduét, appears from an Obfervation made 
by the fame Hiftorian ; who fays, ** That the King 
haviug thus eftablifhed his Power, and pat him/elf 
beyond all Oppofition, thought bimfelf fecure, and 
an Abfolute Prince. But tt being laid upon fuch 
a Foundation, as begat many Difcontents among the 
People, all the Fabrick proved weak, and was 
foon followed with lamentable Ruin.’ When that 
King’s Affairs grew defperate, an Oath was requir’d 
from the Duke of Lancaffer, afterwards HenrylV. 
that he fhould caufe the King to fend Home the 
Chefbire Guard, which was accordingly done. 

I obferve, in the Debate, it has been taken for 
granted, That the Crown of England has a Right to 


nation of Guards. 


This is a Notion I can by no 
means give into. 


It was not fo ab Antiguo. 


That Prince immediately, after his Reftoration, 
got together a fmall Number of Guards, which at 
firft feemed to be meant only to add to the Equipage 
and Splendor of the Court. But it foon appeared 


; Companies to Regiments, were infentibly increatcd ; 
fo that in the Year 1677, they were got up to 
Five Thoufand Eight Hundred and Ninety Men. 
Few Seffions pafled, but they were taken Notice of 
in the Houfe of Commons; and tho’ Money was 
mot-asked of Parkamentfor their Suppert, yet they 
occafioned a general Uneafinefs, 


with France, on which Pretence an Army was raifcd, 
But the War not procceding, an Act pals’d, which 
gave the King 619,388 1. for disbanding the Army. 
When the Parliament met again, they were told 
from the Throne, * That the Forces were ftill kept 
“6 on foot for the Prefervation of our Neighbours, 
who otherwife had abfulutely defpaired ; and for 
<¢ preferving what was left in Manders; and that 
“ the King was confident nobody would repine at 
the employing that Money, which was raifed for 
“* the disbanding of the Army, for the Continuance 
© of it. 

This however did not fatisfy the Houfe, and they 
came to a Refolution, «* That ie was neceflary, for 
s¢ the Safety of his Majefty’s Perfon, and preferving 
the Peace of the Government, that all Forces 
raifed fince the 2gth of Sept. 1677, fhould be 
disbanded.”?” Whereupon that Parhament, which

Dittinction may be always as undefervedly applied as 
it was to that Parliament at the Junéture of which 
we are {peaking. 

The New Parliament, which met on the 1ft of 
March following, did not mend the Matter. They 
had the fame incurable Apprehenfions of Regular 
Troops. Money therefore was again given to dis- 
band them, and the Act dire&ted, That it fhould be 
paid into the Chamber of London, and Commifiioners 
of their own were appointed to fee it applied to that 
Ute. Whatever Diffidence of the King this might 
imply, I do not find that any Member loft his Li 
berty tor Freedom of Speech on that Occafion*. The 
Opinion that Parliament had of a Standing Army ap- 
pears in the Refolution they came to, ** 7 at the 
Continuance of Standing Forces in this Nation, other 
than the Mfiiitia, was illegal, and a great Griev- 
ance and Vexation to the People.” 

I fhall now take Leave to confider the Arguments 
advanced for continuing 16347 Men for the enfu- 
ing Year. It is faid, 

That there isa dijuffefted Party in the Kingdom, 

which makes an Army necefjary. 

If this Arguament will prevail, ’trs ftrange ic has 
not prevailed for 690 Years paft; fiace no Period 
within that Time can be ailigned, wherein this 
Argument was not as {trong as in the prefent.

Another Argument brought for the Continuance 
of the Army, is, 

That the denying it does infinuate a Diftruft of bis 

Mayefty. 

How difengenuous and unparliamentary a way 
of Arguing this is, let Gentlemen judge. For to 
draw that facred Name into a Debate, muft put 
every Body to Pain who takes the other Side of 
the Queftion ; in regard it may be conftrued, that 
the ftronger the Argument is, the greater is the 
Diftruft. : 

But this Reafoning, in my Opinion, turns quite 
another Way, and inftead of implying a Diftruft 
argues the greateft Regard to the Safety of his Ma- 
jefty’s Perfon and Government. Who can anfwer 
for the Caprice of an Army, when once eftablifhed ? 

Although no Man living has a greater Efteem 
than myfelf for thofe honourable Gentlemen, who 
have with fo much Bravery ferved their Country in 
a military Way, nor fhall any Man go.further in 
rewarding their Services; yet the commonExperience 
of Mankind demonftrates, That it is not reafonable 
to expect an Army fhould be always in the fame 
Humour. Auguffus Ca/far liv’d in great Peace and 
Security with the Praetorian Bands, which had put 
an End to the Roman Liberties. But the Cafe was 
different with his Succeflors. For of Twenty-fix 
Emperors, no lefs than Sixteen were pulled to pieces 
by their own Suldiers,. Did not the Army here in 
Engiand, in the Times of Ufurpation, if I may be 
allowed to name them, ina fhort Space change the 
Government into Ven feveral Forms? What Treat- 
ment did the Parliament who had raifed and fup- 4 


the Houte, rgpulfed many Members who would have 
come in, others they dragged out even by the Legs, 
and at -length they were all turned out, and the 
Doors fhut up. 1 fay this with the more Aflurance, 
having had the Account from an Honourable Per- 
fon, lately dead, who was an Eye-wijnefs of it. 
This Army ’tis true, which confifted of about 17000 
Men, afterwards brought in King Charles the Se- 
cond: But that Prince foon disbanded them, being 
well aware that the fame Army which brought him 
in, fhould their Minds change, might again turn 
him out. 

This Objeftion, drawn from a Diftruft of his 
Majetty, deferves another Name. ”Tis an honeft, 
"tis a reafonable Jealoufy, of the growing Power 
of the Crown, which thofe that.went before us 
always avowed. May it not with Parity of Rea- 
fon be faid, What becaufe I will not confent that 
the King thall, by his Proclamation, raife Mone 
without Parliament, that this is a Diftruft of his 
Majefty ? Becaufe I will not confent to give up 
Magna Charta, and accept of a new Patent at 
Pheafure may not this likewife be called a Diftruft 
of his Majefty ? But, fuppofe from an Opinion of 
the Virtue of the Troops ; from an Opinion, that 
Men in Power will not make an ill ufe.of ie; that 
thofe who may be Mafters, will chufe to continue 
Servants; that Men under the fame Circumftances 
will not do the fame Things; and that we fhould 
confent for ourfelves to depotite our Liberties in their 
Hands for a while ;—wiill any one fay, that we have 
an Authority alfo to confent on the Bebalf of thofe 
we reprefent ? A Sum of Money, a Jewel, or other 
Valuable, is committed to my Care; I, without the 
Owner’s Confent, leave it in the Poffeffion of ano- 
ther; altho’ the Perfon with whom I left it, does 
not a¢tually embezzle the Money, and detain the 
pap yet do I break my Truft with my Friend 

y putting it into his Power todo the fame by me. 

It is felf-evident, that, by keeping up fuch a Num- 
ber of Forces, who may, when they are difpofed, 
controul the Power of the Civil Magiftrate, that the 
the Strength and Security of our Conftitution is at 
an End, and that we have no-other Rule of Govern- 
ment, than Will and Pleafure. The Notion I have 
of Slavery is the being fubjected to the Will of an- 
other ; and notwith{tanding the Rod be not always 
on my Back, or the Dragoon in my Houfe ; yet if 
it is not in my Power to prevent it’s being fo, Iam no 
longer free. After Augu/fus had eftablifhed his 8000 
Troops, the Reman Conftitution was as much at an 
End as it was in Nere’s Time. Altho’ the Tyranny 
was not by Augu/tus exercifed with the like Severity 
it was by his Succeflors; yet, from the Time his 
Power became irrefiftible, the Romans were Slaves.

lam fenfible, Sir, I have trefpaffed too much on 
Gentlemen’s Patience: I fhall only further fay, That 
Bodies politic, as well as natural, have their ‘eriods. 
Men muft, but Government may, die. In this con- 
fifts the Difference between human and political Mor- 
tality ; the one isa divine Deftination and irrefift- 
able, the other is the Wantonnefs of Men and avoid- 
able. May that ztherial Spirit which infpired our 
glorious Fecehethen to build, animate their Pofterity 
to maintain, the moft favoured AEdifice of human 
Liberty and Happinefs !
